Millions of lons-of c()al <ljist, 
hitherto deemed little better thati 
waste, are to be reclnimed as fuel 
throng!) the medium of .-i new com- 
pound, which is soon to be manu- 
factured by a concern recently in- 
corporated as the Hri(iueite Coal 
Com])any. The ctunil)ling atoms 
of l)ilnmen and anthracite are to 
be packed together in miniature 
bricks. A factory plant has al- 
r<>ady been coiistructetl at Morgan 
and Thirty-eighth streets. 

(Iar<lner Corning, a Chicago m.in, 
is th" inventor of the formula. 
Mr. Corning will not divulge the 
(.'onstituent elements of the com- 
position, which, he says, will as- 
similate with coal dust. 

He asserts that the u.se of pitch 
will make the artificial cakes give 
out moi(> heat, and be less pi od ac- 
tive of smoke than the tmist valu- 
able species of hard co.il. This 
has been a "vexatious prolilem," 
said Mr. Corning, "but I think we 
have .solved it. The comltination, 
which we have pn-pareil, will cre- 
ate a much higher tempiMiituiv. 
For marine purposes, where the 
storing capacity is limited, I be- 
lieve that 'liriquettes' will be found 
invaluable. A system of utilizing 
cojil dust similar to oxirs was begun 
in Germany last yejii'. )»nd '20. 000,- 
000 tons of the stuff were thus dis- 
po,se<l of. Thoufih the foreign pre- 
paration does not come up to oui-s, 
it is sold much higher than coal as 
we ordinarily sell it. Our 'bri- 
quettes' are as dense as anthracite."

instead of aiming at accomplish- 
ments that may excite the wonder 
of the uninformed and pander to 
their own vanity, there is no doubt 
whatever that their after lives will 
be free from privation. 

It is absurd Ui say that the deaf 
are " totally debarred from ol)tain- 
ing employment, because of the 
rooted, uncharitable and deadly 
prejudice which predominates in 
the world at large." There is no 
such prejudice against the deaf. 
Husiness is not run on a V)a8i8 of 
sentiment, and every time a deaf 
man imagines himself rebuffed and 
belittled t>ecauseof are fusal to give 
him work, he makes a great big 
colossal blunder. What Miss lioyd 
conceives to be " prejudice" is nine 
times out of ten simply lack of in- 
formation, wfiat the public needs 
is not a scolding for its heart less- 
iiess, but an education concernirg 
the capabilities of the educated 
deaf. 

Every deaf man or woman who 
paints the deaf as objects of sym- 
pathy on account of their affliction 
alone, is doing an injustice to 
them. Every deaf man or woman 
who by an example of skill and 
industry in any special avocation, 
wins tecognition and steady work 
from his or her employer, merits the 
praise of all the deaf, because such 
exanrple etiueates the public and is 
beneficial to all alike. Every deaf 
man or woman who slurs or belit- 
tles others of their class, whether 
from motives of jealousy or " virtu- 
ous indignation," ought to l>e pil- 
lioried at St. Paul when the next 
convention of the National Associ- 
ation of the Deaf assembles.

Mr. Cowley is minus a (roal 
and pair of siioes ns a result. In 
theiearofthe burning block an- 
other building caught fin!. It. was 
oc(!upi<^d liy Hart & Co.. clothing 
makers. In this establishment Mr. 
(Miarles VVasserstrcjin wa.som])loycd. 
Ho was in a restaurant, at the time 
wlusn the fire began, and at oni'o 
went to his place of work on the 
fourth floor of the building to got 
his tools and clolhes. For a time 
he assisted in jjouring water onihe 
windows with siniu* of his fellow 
workmen to prevent tJieni fi-om 
catching fire, but when it beeamo 
dangerous they loft the place. Not 
till they wore out of the liuilding 
did C!harley tiiink of his hat, coat 
and tools, and then endeavoring to 
go ba(?k a big polic<Mnan intiM'fered 
and his things f(>ll a vicMim to tho 
flaiiK^s. j-toth of them will be out of 
work for some time. 

W(« were up at the Home, Sunday 
to conduct services, and found the 
place in ex<rellont condition. 
Chickens galore will soon swarm 
the yards, and th(\v are all of lino 
l)reod, loo, of tho Wyandot variety, 
some of last yeur's having b(>en 
sold l>y Superintendent Byers for 
^^l.'^r) api(>ce. 

There is a fine litter of eight 
pigs now in the pen, which when 
fattenrMl either for home use or 
Halc> will mak«« Hue ones. Another 
horse has been adde<l,and the foam 
will do all lhr< farm work nuiuired. 
'i'he s<d ot harness mailo by Mr. .1. 
W. I'owidl, of Akron, were receiv- 
ed at the Home Satiinbiy, ati<l is 
a lino pil'ce of workmaniJiip and if 
properly cared for will last a long 
while. Mr. Powell also presented 



the home with two halters, two 
horse blankets, axle grease and 
harness oil. There are now eight 
inmates being oared for — seven wo- 
men and one man. There seems 
to be some difficulty in g<>tling 
deaf persons out of the inlirniaries 
of the State, tho trustees there- 
of seeming unwilling to part with 
any, for the rea.son that it will take 
tho cost of support away from them. 
Tho law will have to be changed 
so as to make it more coinpulsory 
for the trustees to give up a proper 
sui)jo(^t for the Home. 

Tho Ind(^pendents crossed bats 
again with tlu^ Central High School 
Club, Saturday afternoon. There 
was a groat deal of wrangling 
throughout tho game, and when it 
closed tlu! Independents woie on 
top. Score, 23 to 2'-i. 

Superintendent Jones accompa- 
nied by State coinmissionor Bone- 
brako went t.o Dayton and CVincin- 
nati Thursday, to inspect' the day 
schools for the deaf in those places. 

Mr. Joseph Leib was showing his 
friends (-ailing at his house a 
t>ronndhog this week, which he 
ha<l disi)atched Sunday night. He 
was ridinir on his bicycle out on 
Franklin Avenue, al>out eleven 
o'clock, and when nearing Ohio 
Avonut* noticed an animal in the 
street before him. It ran before 
him and he gave it chase »ind at the 
I'iyht moment Kav(> il a kick. Upon 
examination it provtvl instead of a 
cat which he first supposed it, to 
lie a g<'iin.inc groundhog. 

Th(» bicy(d(! thief got in his work 
at the Institution, Thursday, and 
as a result, for a time at least, Mr.

Instead <rf leiching deaf children 
a, lanirna-L;'i> that the gr(<at mass of 
the people i|u not understand, why 
not teach lliem tho language that 
they will have lo u.se if they are lo 
mingle with hearing people? 

Such is tho question that is put 
by one interested in the education 
of deaf children, and we wil! assume 
that it is ask«'tl in all sinc(>rity and 
not with I ho knowl(^dgc that il im- 
plies a c(.ndition which does not 
exist. Schools where the manual 
method is used chiefly, the kind of 
schools referred to in the (pieslion, 
cannot be properly said to teach 
the sign-languag(^ at all. The 
piijiils in tliose schools as in all 
scdiools where tho learners are un- 
able to hoar, learn signs for the 
same reason that children in the 
public .schools learn spoken lan- 
guage-it is the most convenient 
nutans of eommtinicalion available 
to them. This same rule holds 
good in those schools for the deaf 
where signs are most strictly jiro 
hibited and where speech is most 
strenuously insisted on. Deaf 
children will make signs, regardless 
of ruhw. By using this gesture- 
language, which I he teacher does 
not hav(^ lo leach, it becomes i)os- 
sible to enter into communication 
at once with the child, shut out as 
he is from the world of sound. 

We do not in the least under- 
valiK^ spoken language, but vf^\ do 
most empliatieally iirot.esl against 
the liclilious value whi<'h is often 
alla(died lo it as it is learned by 
those who have not the oar to guide 
and lielp tiiein in inodiilaling the 
voice, in giving '.o s|)eecli lli(> em- 
phasis add accent which make it 
intelligible. 

So, taking ui) the various pro- 
positions expres.sed or implied in 
iho question, we answer it as fol- 
lows : 

Why teach signs? 

Wo do not. 

Why not teach speech? 

We"do. 

Why not teach speech that will 
enable the deaf child to niingle 
with fhe hearing on an equal fool- 
ing? 

Alas, we cannot. We have 
never seen any school that could. 

Why not, in short, use tlie best 
possible means for giving your 
pupils a practical eduealion? 

That is our desire, and a careful 
8tu«ly of tlie si I nation satisfies us 
that the most enh'ient system, the 
one calculate<l to bring the greatest 
good to th«> greiitt'sl iiiiml>«>r, is that 
one which leaches such measure of 
speecli ns can be accpiired, but 
which places it chief dependence 
upon written Knglish, and which 
employs all means whatsover that 
seem calculated lo develop and 
strengthen the mind of the learner 
— theso-called Combined System. — 
Editor Caldwell in Cal. News,

It staiuls to reason that 
if the youngsters in the schools had 
aconcreptionof what should Ixi done 
in the shopsand school rooms, there 
would be less complaint of l;ick of 
ellicieiicy in them. 

SUCCESS. 

As huinauity drifts through life 
the question arises : " \i\y all 
conscious of puddling or drift, ing ?" 
Do .some go through life liice 
Wagner's Flying Dutchman, drift- 
ing forever. •ind never reaching port? 
Have others their wits, llieii Idojils 
and conceiilions about tliem, try lo 
weather the gale and iv^ach poi i ? 

This brings ns to an exaniination 
of the cardinal points of success, 
Iho attainment of which is the ob- 
,ject of millions of the Earth'stoilo'-s. 
it spurs the brush of tiie artist, the 
compass of the architect, the clii,s(>l 
of the sculjitor, brings out the elo- 
(pience of the lawyer, legislator and 
minister, and causes tho merchant 
lo send his ships to all parts of the 
world. Under the magic influence 
of the star of success, deserts blo.s- 
som as fhe rose, cities spring out of 
the plains, bridges span rivers, 
railroads cross continents, and 
faciories of every kiinl spring forth 
adiiiiiilst(*riiig to the needs of man- 
kind and giving emidoymenl to 
thousands. 

Every man is the architect of his 
own fortune. According as he un- 
derstands the laws of success ami 
lives up to I hem or \iolaies them, 
will his building partakoofgloriiMis 
siuccss or ignominious lailure. 

Wherein does true success-con- 
sist? Here is a man dedicating 
his lilV towards a great purpose — 
Iho accumulalion of wealth. T()il- 
ing laic and early, he accumnlales 
houses, land, stocks and bonds. 
He riiies in a line carriage, dines 
suniptnously, sails lo Europe in his 
own yachi, and enjoys life as only 
a millionaiie can, but is he hajipy ? 
Only he himself can tell if he is 
hajipy or not. It is locked in his 
breast, Imt to all outward app<>ai- 
ances he is a, contented man. He 
is iioiiited out as a s'icee.ssful man. 
Hats are dolTod to him on tho street 
and he becomes the recipient of 
numerous complimentary invita- 
tions. Now if ho can say to him- 
s(df that his bank account was ae- 
cumulati^d with due regard lo tho 
claims of humanity, that honesty 
characleriz(>d all of his business 
dealings, that h<« wronged no man, 
that his hand was open to charity 
and he had made many lives hajipy 
by the us(> of his wealth, surely he 
may be called an all around success- 
ful man. Il must be admitted that 
wealth is a very desirable thing to 
have, and that the accumulation of 
oillu^r w<villh or competence is one 
of the very first things to occupy 
the attention of the young man 
starting in life. To this end hi> 
must b(>iid all tho energies of his 
mind. It is part and parcel of the 
successful man's equipment, though 
not tho main thing. 

Health is another desirable thing. 
One can not enjiy wealth or fame 
if the jiossessor is racked by bodily 
ills. While we are more or less 
healthy by lu-redity or (>nvironment, 
it is well known that heallh can be 
improved by intelligent and assidu- 
ous cultivation. Statistics reveal 
the sur[nising fact that fully ninety- 
six pt>r cent of the (\)mnicr<'ial 
leatlers in New Yoik City, Bankers, 
Ship-owners, Manufactur(>rs, etc., 
are country-raised men. Country 
air and farm work had evidently 
forme(i those robust constitutions, 
that enabled Ihom to outstrip th(>ir 
city-bre<i comiielilors in the battle 
of life. The youth thai can swing 
llm biit true ami strong, kick the 
leather oval, pull an oar, join a 
hare and hound chase, or walk ten 
miles on a frosty October morning, 
is laying uj) a stock of health that 
will stand him a good turn some 
day, while on lh(> other hand tho 
astronomer, who spiMil his lime 
stai-gazing in a cold room, while 
his body was catching pneumonia, 
is an exanf|>lo of one out of thou- 
sands of people bent upon .«*oine 
rainl)ow chase after wealth oi fame 
or power, and neglect in;,' one of the 
inost ordinary conditions necessary 
for Ihe attainment of their object. 
Of such it may bo said that their 
names are " writ in water." 

The \)iogrftphies of successful 
men — men successful in all depart 
mollis of hiiiniiii .Mchievemonl — in 
war and diplomacy, in artistic or 
literary work, iu oratory, iu finan- 



ciering, in discovery and invention, 
n»veal horuel(>au labors, through 
which they passed "i-e theyattaiued 
the summit of success. Checked 
in the Wilderne.ss, Grant swung 
around to u new base of operations, 
whence he captured tho Citadel of 
the t5(mfedoracy. At sixteen, 
Evarts had a thorough concejition 
of the future before him, and pre- 
pared himself thoroughly at Harvard 
L.iw College, ere emerging an em- 
bryo giant into the wide, wide world 
of law and diplomacy. It was the 
tremendous weight of his reputa- 
tion and learning that saved a 
President of the l^uiU^(l States from 
being impeached and [ireventi'd 
England from recognizing the Con- 
federacy. One's heart goesout lo 
Columtius as revealed iiia painting 
I'xhibiled in the Field Columbian 
Museum in Chicago. Bewilder- 
ment, chagrin and dismay, are 
de[)icted upon his countenance 
when ho retires fiom his discouisi>, 
on the jvorld being round, with 
the monks. The smiles on thoir 
couutenaneef, while one points his 
linger sigiiilicanlly at his head, tell 
the riilicule with which his argu- 
ments were received, but we all 
know at last h(> buffeted the waves 
of an unknown ocean when he set 
sail for tlie Weslern ConliuiMit in 
three (rail caravels, under the 
guidance of the " iron hand in the 
velvet glove." 

To Ihe task of founding the 
.system of deaf-mnle instruction in 
/Vnieriea, Tliomas Hopkins (}al- 
laudet brought a raiv ami superb 
equipment. Three years at Valo, 
associating with the best men ami 
books, a post-graduate course 
of theology at Aiidov<'r, tutorship 
in his iVlnia Mater, study of law in 
ChauiU'oy (Toodriehe's Law ofliice, 
ami traveling on bnsinesi*, leii him 
to bo chosen as the man of destiny, 
at the meeting at Dr. Cog.«wt>rs 
hou.se, the object being to send a 
person to Europe to learn all about 
" the theory and pr.ietiee of deaf- 
mnie inslructiiiii" He was the 
man tor the task as much Columbus 
was fordiscoverninglhe New World 
or Washington for saving the 
Country. Sub.sequent events in- 
dicated the wisdom of his choice. 

.\ble co-laborers have .cairied 
the I'loneer's ideas far and wide. 
The W(nk of Ihe Peel's, Talbols, 
Mclntires, (iilletls and Stones, are 
forever engraven upon the [ilate 
of lime. 'I'horoughly imbueil with 
Oallaudet ideas at Fanwood, we 
have seen Principiil Wilkinson, of 
the California School, furnish 
surprises of the western seltiiiK 
sun kind. In these departments of 
iiehievement requrinu: the CUilliva- 
li(ni of higher powers, as law, 
poelry, painting, and sculpture, we 
liave seen btw deveio|>e such able 
(>x|>iments as Grady, Laura K(>d- 
den, D'Estrella, ami Tildcn. 

To have enough to w(>;ir, lo t>at 
and drink, to lay u\t for a rainy d.iy, 
to spend oiie'ss|ia re moments in im- 
(iroving his mind through Ihe use 
of iiuhlic lilu-aries and accumulating 
a lilirary of onr own, «)wiug to the 
chea|)n(>ss of lileiature; lobe con- 
enled, to do one's duly to the 
best of his aliility, many a man 
is inirsiiiug the lenor of a seques- 
tered life, happy, if not over- 
successful, while the millionaire 
may lie racked with the gout or 
the jiolitical leader experiencing 
the ingratitude of friends. Ability 
lo say "No" when ii(>ce.s.sary, in- 
dicating back - bone, to resist 
• (Mtiptatiou, to be impervious to 
ridicule, are qmilities not lo be over- 
looked in tlie pursuit of success, 
while a keen discernment between 
rijfht and wrong, between principle 
and expediency, will enalile one to 
steer clear of pitfalls that lie in 
one's way. To aim high, yet ob-

One of the most interesting in- 
stitutions in Chicago, and one of 
which few people know, is All 
Angels' mission for deaf-mutes in 
Trinity parish-house on tlie South 
Side. Here about once a month, or 
as often as the Rev. Austin W. 
Mann, himself a deaf-mute, can 
visit the city, services are held in 
the sign language. Mr. Mann's 
work of ministering lo ileaf mutes 
extends over a territory embracing 
ten stales, so he is allowed only one 
day iu a month to Chicago. 

Mission work among the deaf- 
mules is carried on principally by 
the Episcopal church. Only one 
person in 200,000 is a teacher of 
deaf-mutes and out of the entire 
population of the United States 
only a dozen are clergymen who 
can minister in the .sign language. 
The literature of deaf-mule educa- 
tion, showing tho origin and growth 
of the work, is limited to a very 
small circle, outside of which some 
confused ideas prevail. One of the 
popular errors is that the deaf child 
is placed in school mainly to learn 
what is called the sign language, 
when the real object is that tho 
child may bo taught to read and 
write like other people. Theieach- 
er uses pictorial or descriptive signs 
to make clear the meaning of 
written words as a means of im- 
pressing tho English upon the 
pupil's mind. 

Boiiinninsr in a small way iu 1850 
iu New York city, this "silent" 
work of the Episcopal church has 
spre id to every large city and im- 
portant couler as the Union. It 
reached the middle West in 1873, 
when the Rev. Mr Mann began 
with a lay reader's license. Mr. 
Mann is uie second deaf-mute ever 
.idmiited to the ministry. In 1875 
he founded All AiigeKs' mission in 
Chicago at St. .Tames' church, but 
now located in Trinity parish-house. 
During his long period of service he 
has made in the aggregate 300 
annual reports lo the bishops in 
whose dioc«M>e8 the work is being 
carried on ; has written 40,000 
letters and postal cards, and dis- 
tributed nearly 1,000 prayer liooks 
and as many tracts, and has ga- 
thered into the church about 500 
comniunieauij^. He has held ser- 
vices in 203 places. 

Mr. Mann's territory covers Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, and Pennsylvania. In preach- 
ing in the missions in ihe eilies 
of these states he travels 25,000 
miles eadi year, and manages lo 
deliver a sermon about once every 
month in each plact>. His home 
is in Gambler, Ohio, but much of 
his life has b(>eii spent on sleeping 
cars. Mr. Mann is possessed of a 
strong mind, wonderful energy, 
and splendid physique. Even lo 
those who are not familiar with the 
sign language he is fascinating and 
interesting. With his pencil he 
is a clovei conversationalist. He 
reads what one is writing to him 
while the characters are upside 
down to him, and writes his wonls 
upside down lo himself. This' he 
does rapidly and with a penmanship 
as plain as tliat of a copy book. 

Mr. Maun has a wife and two in- 
teresting children. Mrs. Mann is 
also deaf, but the children huve not 
inheiiled the affliction of their 
parents. Mrs. Mann has lieen 
taught to speak, an<l as she c^vn 
read fnun the lips readily as one 
talks to her, it is seldom that a 
stranger in convei-sing with her 
detects that she cannot really hear 
what is being said. — Chicago Int^'r-

serious drawback, it is often found 
to be an advantage, as it does not 
subject one to disti acting noises. 
The following extract from a letter 
written by a distinguishe^l and 
rising deaf architect, clearly proves 
that deafness is a synonym for 
great concentration of attention in 
business affairs. 

"To a beginner applying for 
work," writes Mr. B., "some objec- 
tion might be raised, but when once 
started, I do not think deafness a 
serious obstacle. One employer 
even said it was an advantage, hs 
it enabled me the better to con- 
centrate my attention on the work 
and prevented my being distracted 
by the conversation and noises in 
the office." Although Mr. H. has 
worked in a dozen dfferent offices, 
he has never lost a position on ac- 
count of his deafness, even where 
other men were iKsing dicharged. 
For several years past, be has been 
engaged in bu.sin©s8 on his. own ac- 
count, and has suffered nodiscrimi- 
nation by reason of his deafness, 
although as a rule he gets along 
lietter with well-educated [jersons 
than with the lews f.-ultured. He 
had made plans for morethan forty 
buihlings, and during the past year 
his work amounted tf» more than 
$75,f>00. He employs three assist- 
ants, two draughtsmen and one 
typewriter. He always talks to 
his cuHtomem, and they usually 
write to him, but not a few can use 
use the finger alphabet. 

He concludes his letter with the 
foUowingadvice: "A general rule 
which is well worth considering is, 
that in the higher occupations 
competition is stronger than in the 
lower, and that in every occupation 
those at the t/op get most of the 
work, while those at 'he botfom 
have to strugule. Therefore, it is 
preferable for the deaf to chfM>se an 
oecupation in which they can main- 
tain themselves in the front rank, 
rather thaj| entering one in which 
they will be crowded to the rear. 

SOME WHO HAVE 8UCCEKDBD. 

Besides Mr. B. , there are a few 
deaf-mutcH who, having passed the 
civil service examimation, are fill- 
ing the positions as clerks in the 
federal departments, assistants, 
librarians, linotyi)e and typewriter 
operators, and correspondents.
